Drawings 

The formal drawings filed with this application have been approved by the official 
draftsman. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. These claims have not been drafted in a manner which structurally sets forth 
each and every element necessary to define a complete device as well as the required structural 
communication positioned among these recited elements. For example, in claim 19 it is unclear 
whether the applicant is claiming the combination of the turbine and the chiller or just the chiller 
per se because the combustion turbine is not positively recited in the preamble of the claim and 
therefore makes the combustion turbine in line 2 to have improper antecedence. In claim 20 no 
structural communication exists among the combustion turbine, chiller, generator and regenerator. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 stand allowed.
